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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of the School District of 
Surry: $ 


I herewith submit my seventh annual report as superin- 
tendent of your school. 


Enrollment this year is a little higher than last, but not as 
high as expected as several families have moved out of town 
since last vear. The lower grades continue to increase in size so 
that within a few years both rooms will be filled to near capa- 
city. . 

Mr. DeLancey, our grammar room teacher, is a graduate of 
Boston University. He taught last year in southern Vermont. 
He is a veteran of World War II. ) 


During the past two years the authors of our reading sys- 
tem have made a thorough revision of their basic books to assist. 
the teachers to make greater progress in teaching this im- 
portant subject. The new texts have been introduced into the 
first grade this year and will be carried through from year to 
year as the group progresses. We have endeavored to maintain 
a continuity from grade to grade throughout the school so as to 
allow for uniform development and pupil growth. 


The costs of running school continue to rise. Textbooks, 
scholar’s supplies, Janitors’ supplies, and all items we use have 
advanced in price anywhere from ten to thirty per cent since 
last year. 


General progress in schoolwork is good this year. The an- 
nual testing program has been started and results so far in- 
dicate that our pupils are making satisfactory progress in re- 
lation to that of pupils in other schools. Our health program is 
continued under the direction of Mrs. Warner. Every child has 
had his eyesight and hearing tested on the school equipment 
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and recommendations made to those parents where correction 
is needed.
